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Highway 
to hilarity 

Playwright speaks at Thornloe

£ ^Twas born in a snow bank 
I - literally," starts off 

J.Native playwright 

Thomson Highway. He contin- 
ues on by explaining the circum- 
stances of his birth - how his 
father was a caribou hunter and 
every year in early December 
they would make the trip across 
the northern most part of the 
Manitoba border, up where the 
province meets the Northwest 
Territories and what is now 
Nunavut, to sell things to people 
looking for Christmas presents. 
His mother went into labour sud- 
denly, so his father stopped the 
dog sled, pitched a tent and baby 
Thomson was born. 

"I was the 11th of 12 
children but my father was still 
so overjoyed at my birth that he 
wanted to call me Snowball. Can 
you imagine - Snowball 
Highway! As if the name 
Thomson Highway isn't bad 
enough!" Highway starts chuck- 
ling and as the audience laughs as 
well; his chuckle becomes full 
blown laughter. 

Thomson Highway has pub- 
lished and produced a number of 
plays, most of which take place 
northern areas of Canada. He 
holds two degrees from the 
University of Western Ontario, 
one in music and one in English, 
and worked a number of years in 
social work before turning to the- 
atre. One of his plays, The Rez 
Sisters, takes place on 
Manitoulin Island and won the 
Dora Mavor Moore Award, rep- 
resented Canada at the Edinburg 
International Festival, and was a 
finalist for the Governor 
General's Literary Award. His 
next play, Dry Lips Otta Move to 
Kapuskasing, won four Dora 
Mavor Moore Awards as well as 
the Floyd S. Chalmers Award for 
Outstanding Canadian play. In 
1994, Thomson Highway was 
inducted into the Order of 
Canada. 

His earlier laughter is one of 
the elements that characterized 
his presentation at Thornloe on 
September 28th, where he deliv- 
ered a speech entitled How to be 
a successful Indian without get- 
ting tired. A wildly imaginative 
and gesturing public speaker, 
Highway spoke of his native 
Cree language and culture, his 
life growing up and attending 
catholic boarding schools as well 
as some of his later experiences 
as an adult traveling all over the 
world. Possessing the ability to 
laugh not only at his own jokes 
but at himself, Highway often 
had audience members roaring as

he recounted tales of his coming 
of age. Of course, this may have 
been partly due to the fact that 
much of his speech was peppered 
with bad jokes, sexual innuendos 
and the more than occasional off 
collar religion comment. 

However, for all his hilarity, 
Thomson Highway touched on 
some interesting and important 
points. He discussed the fact that 
the media tends to portray the 
Native people in a negative light, 
and thereby breeds stereotypes of 
this culture all over the world. He 
spoke of how when learning 
about North America, people 
tend to see civilization as having 
begun in 1492 when Columbus 
landed and will over look the fact 
that, really, Columbus just 
brought aspects of another cul- 
ture to be joined with many 
already existing and established 
ones. Highway spoke about state 
established boarding schools for 
"Indians" and even went so far as 
to say that, in his opinion, they 
were not as bad as they were 
often made out to be. 

"In that boarding school, 
there were over 400 students 
from all over northern 
Manitoba," he says, explaining 
that these students lived together, 
learned together and formed a 
tight bond. "Now, even 30 or 40 
years later, I have brothers and 
sisters all over Manitoba - 
because of that boarding school. 
How many of you can say that?" 

Highway went on to explain 
that the second positive aspect of 
these schools was their ability to 
teach young children to deal with 
severe loneliness. 

"I would cry myself to sleep 
I was so lonely. My pillow would 
be soaked - I almost drowned 
once, my pillow was so wet! 
Someone had to throw me a life 
jacket!" Highway laughs yet 
again, displaying his ability to 
touch the two extremes of a per- 
son's emotions by recounting a 
sorrowful situation and finishing

Strike date set as negotiations continue

The negotiations between the Laurentian 
University Faculty Association and the 
administration are coming down to the wire 
now that the union has announced a strike date. 

Late last week, the Laurentian University 
Faculty Association (LUFA) Board of Directors, on 
the recommendation of its negotiating committee, 
announced that it had set a strike deadline of 12:01 
am on Wednesday, October 12. In a news release, 
LUFA representatives suggested that the decision to 
set the strike date was due to the fact that the union 
felt negotiations aimed at a new contract were not 
"progressing adequately on the key issues of work- 
load, benefits and salaried despite the mediation 
process." 

Mediation between the two parties began on 
September 8th, and LUFA representatives suggest 



some progress was made on non-monetary issues, 
leading them to believe that the administration 
would be making substantially improved monetary 
proposals. However, according to LUFA, when the 
parties met for the second round of mediation on 
September 2 1 , despite the fact further progress was 
made on non-monetary issues, there was no move- 
ment on the "key monetary issues." 

Still, the LUFA Negotiating Committee agreed 
to continue to exchange proposals with the admin- 
istration up until today (October 6th), but the latest 
offer from the administration, submitted on 
September 29th, was deemed to have fallen "far 
short of what is considered fair and reasonable." 
Another round of mediation is scheduled to take 
place on October 7th. 

"The LUFA Strike Action Committee and its 
sub-committees are well organized for strike 
action," stated union officials. "We thank faculty

Students not helpless with regard to potential strike 



I imagine that rumours about 
the status of the contract 
negotiations between the fac- 
ulty and the administration have 
been reaching your ears, so hope- 
fully I can help clarify some of 
the murkiness surrounding this 
situation. 

First of all, you should know 
that the two sides are continuing 
to meet. It was agreed that the 
two sides were to engage in a 
series of proposal exchanges. 
This process broke down, and on 
Tuesday, October 4th, both sides 
agreed to enter into a lockdown 
of sorts that saw two negotiating 
teams sequestered in a room. 
This is an extremely positive 
development. The next meeting 
with the mediator is scheduled 
for Friday, October 7th and we 
will know by the weekend 
whether or not talks have broken 
down. These developments are 
positive, but the rhetoric has 
taken an ominous tone of late. 

On September 30th, the 
Laurentian University Faculty 
Association (LUFA) sent out a 
press release announcing a strike 
date of Wednesday, October 12th 
at 12:01am. This does not mean 
that a strike is guaranteed, but it

is a strong indication that one is 
possible, and we need to be pre- 
pared for that. Then, in what was 
surely a response to LUFA's 
announcement, the administra- 
tion sent out the press release you 
received in your Groupwise 
accounts regarding their opinion 
on the negotiations. In situations 
like this, a "blackout" on report- 
ing what the actual offers and 
demands are is put in place, so it 
is very difficult for us to know 



exactly what is going on. In its 
press release, LUFA claimed the 
September 29th proposal by the 
administration "fell far short of 
what is considered to be fair and 
reasonable," while the adminis- 
tration claimed that the terms of 
their offer "exceeded those of set- 
tlements reached at other Ontario 
universities." 

So as you can see, both sides 
are saying completely different 
things and we are stuck in the 
unfortunate situation of knowing 
pretty much nothing. This how- 
ever, does not mean that we are 
helpless in this situation. The 
SGA/AGE, on the recommenda- 
tion of one of its Board members, 
will have a petition available in 
the office and around campus 
starting today that will allow us 
to express our displeasure with 
the prospect of a strike this late 
into the semester. The more of us 
who sign these petitions, the 
more pressure we can put on both 
sides to stay at the table until a 
deal is reached. 

The other action we can take 
is to send emails to the people 
involved. I encourage you to 
keep these emails in good taste, 
as a well-written argument is 



going to have far more impact 
that a rant or an offensive letter. If 
we hope to be successful at exert- 
ing our pressure, we must do so 
in a way that intelligently con- 
veys the concerns that we hold. 
Emails should be sent to both 
sides, and if you like, the 
SGA/AGE can provide you with 
a generic letter template that you 
can just sub your information 
into and send off. Emails should 
be sent to the administration via 
President Judith Woodsworth at 
president@laurentian.ca, and to 
Harley d'Entremont 

(HdEntremont@laurentian.ca). 
Emails to LUFA can be sent to 
Barry Cotton at bcotton@laurent- 
ian.ca. Again, the more emails 
they receive, the more they will 
realize they will be adversely 
affecting our year by not reaching 
a deal, and that we don't appreci- 
ate that very much. 

If you have any questions, or 
if you'd like to get involved and 
help the SGA/AGE put pressure 
on the two sides to keep negotiat-

Insurance rates makes vehicles unrealistic for many students 



Dear Lambda, 

I am currently a second year student here at Laurentian University 
and was originally from Barrie. I write to talk to you about the 
restriction that is keeping me from owning a car. It isn't the cost of 
the car and maintaining it. It isn't even the soaring gas prices that 
keep me stationary. It is the incredible cost of insuring a vehicle that 
keeps the idea of me owning a vehicle a dream and prevents it from 
becoming a reality. 

When I was leaving home to come to Laurentian for my first year, 
my dad considered giving me his old van and getting a new vehicle 
for his work. I couldn't believe what I heard. I might actually get a 
vehicle to call my own. No more asking to borrow the car. I would 
be free to come and go as I pleased. We began to look into this 
arrangement, but became upset when my dreams were crushed. 
The insurance company told us it would be $500 a month (or $6,000 
a year) just to make it legal for me to drive it. When we asked why, 
they said that it was because I am a "teenage male" and that greatly 
increases the cost. This is an unfair stereotype of people. We have 
worked hard as a society to get rid of stereotypes that haunt us. I am 
a very safe driver that would be less likely to be at fault in an acci- 
dent than many adults. This does not seem to matter to them. They

only care about what the numbers tell them, and those numbers will 
prevent me (a safe driver) from owning a car, a dream I have held for 
so long and now have stopped thinking about. 
There should be a way to determine if an individual who fits in the 
high-risk category is not actually a high risk. Maybe a process that 
included looking at grades in school, extra curricular activities, 
employment history and talking to some references could help in 
lowering the cost of insurance for a "teenage male." Just because 
someone fits into the high-risk category should not result in each one 
of them being automatically labeled as a reckless, rule-breaking haz- 
ard on the road. Insurance companies need a better system to indi- 
vidualize each person's case, and not just throw them into a system 
of unaffordable rates. 

Insurance companies need to realize that although I fit into the cate- 
gory of highest risk, every person is different and each person should 
be assessed differently. I realize that the companies have to go with 
the numbers, but there should be larger possibilities for reducing 
these enormous costs than are currently available. I don't want to 
have to be 30 before I can afford to own and use a vehicle.

LU Rowing program proving popular among students

It is almost ironic that the 
students of one of 
Laurentian 's fastest growing 
programs will not even gradu- 
ate with a degree. 

Somehow, that has not 
stopped more and more stu- 
dents from taking part in the 
annual 'Learning to Row' pro- 
gram put on by Laurentian 
University, in conjunction with 
the Sudbury Rowing Club. 

The 'Learning to Row' 
program first got its start sever- 
al years ago when Sudbury 
Rowing Club member France 
Jodoin decided to apply to the 
Trillium Foundation for fund- 
ing to purchase boats and 
equipment that could be used to 
help train high school students 
how to row. Charlotte Leonard 
and Shannon Hengen, two pro- 
fessors from Laurentian 
University with a keen interest 
in rowing, thought to them- 
selves, 'if they can do it with 
high school students, why not 
do it at Laurentian?' 

"We love this sport, and we 
wanted to introduce it to the 
next generation," stated 
Leonard. It was not hard to gar- 
ner support at the university, 
either, as both Laurentian 
President Dr. Judith 

Woodsworth and Dr. Susan 
Silverton, Vice-President of 
Academic Affairs, enjoy row- 
ing as well. In fact, both 
Woodsworth and Silverton took 
the time to join the students in 
the rowboats during the course 
of the program. 

The students are intro- 
duced to the sport of rowing 
over the course of September, 
beginning with a dry-land train- 
ing session. 

"You learn the basics on 
land before going out on the 
water," Leonard indicated. This 



is followed by seven sessions 
on the water. Finally, to wrap 
the course up, the students take 
part in the 'Learning To Row' 
Regatta, which was held at the 
Sudbury Rowing Club on 
Sunday, October 2nd. The pro- 
gram, which has been operating 
for three consecutive years, has 
nearly doubled every year with 
over 2 participants in the first 
year, over 40 taking part last 
year, and over 70 students tak- 
ing part in this year's sessions. 

"For us, it's been very 
encouraging," Hengen stated. 
"I hope it was good for the stu- 
dents also." 

Leonard noted that many 
of the students who take part in 
the program have never rowed 
before. 

"The kind of rowing they 
are learning is the Olympic 
kind - it's called sweep row- 
ing," she explained. One of the 
nice aspects of the sport is that 
it is not one of those events 
where students need to begin 
training from an early age in 
order to compete at an Olympic 
level. Leonard noted many of 
the rowers who compete in the 
Olympics do not start rowing 
until they are in university. 

"Some people do pick up 
the skills very quickly," 
Hengen agreed. She cited the 
example of Joel Kirk, a fourth 
year Geography student at 
Laurentian. Kirk first learned to 
row as part of this year's con- 
tingent of students to enroll in 
the program. Even so, Kirk, 
along with LU student Michael 
Galasso, LU graduate Ryan 
MacVeigh and high schooler 
Russel Hanson, went on to win 
gold in the Recreational Men's 
Four division of the 35th annu- 
al 'Head of the Trent' regatta, 
which was hosted by Trent 
University last Saturday.

It's not like the foursome, 
who were coxed by LU student 
and coach Jessica Perry, had 
spent a lot of time in a boat 
together. Kirk pointed out the 
quartet practiced for the first 
time together for 20 minutes 
the day before the competition. 
He confessed that in practice, 
he and his fellow rowers had 
trouble getting in synch, but 
"come race time, we were like a 
machine." 

While Galasso, MacVeigh 
and Hanson all had a few years 
of experience in the sport, Kirk 
had been only rowing for three 
weeks prior to the competition. 
Already, Kirk has fallen in love 
with the sport, drawn in by the 
team camaraderie and the car- 



diovascular workout. He point- 
ed out that, for only $30 dol- 
lars, he was able to take part in 
a program that not only offered 
proper coaching, but also gave 
him a chance to practice what 
he had learned in the boat. 

"It's been a really fun 
experience," Kirk said. 

"We were very, very proud 
of them," Hengen said. She 
noted the program has proved 
beneficial to both Laurentian 
and the Sudbury Rowing Club, 
who reap the rewards of having 
young people who enjoy the 
sport joining their ranks. 
Hengen suggest that in order 
for the program to continue to 
expand, the university and the 
rowing club need to continue to 



work closely together. She 
added that in the future, there is 
the hope that there maybe row- 
ing at Laurentian. 

"We have the talent, and 
obviously we have the inter- 
est," she suggested. She wasn't 
the only one with that idea. Dr. 
Woodsworth herself raised the 
idea during the awards ceremo- 
ny for the 'Learning To Row' 
Regatta, which was held in her 
home. In fact, to thank Dr. 
Woodsworth for her support, 
organizers of the program 
unveiled the Dr. Judith 
Woodsworth Cup, a new trophy 
that will be awarded annually 
to the winner of the mixed divi- 
sion in the 'Learning To Row' 
Regatta.

War Resisters to make return visit to Laurentian

£ £T started to think ... what's it 
I really for? I was willing to 

A die for my country," writes 
Darrell Anderson, former US sol- 
dier currently seeking asylum in 
Canada. "I thought I was going 
over there to defend my country. 
But that's not what I was doing." 

Darrell Anderson is part of a 
growing number of soldiers- 
turned-conscientious-objectors 
appealing to the Canadian govern- 
ment for refugee status. After a 
seven-month stint in Iraq, 
Anderson was awarded the Purple 
Heart for being wounded in a 
roadside explosion. Rather than 
face a second deployment, 
Anderson escaped to Toronto in 
January 2005. He joined former 
soldiers Jeremy Hinzman and 
Brandon Hughey, who had fled to 
Canada in early 2004, in expound- 
ing the illegality of the war and 
petitioning the Canadian govern- 
ment for refugee status. 
Hinzman's application was reject- 
ed by the Immigration and 
Refugee Board of Canada in 
March 2005 after government 
intervention denied his use of the 
claim that the war in Iraq is ille- 
gal. 

"The refugee hearing officer 
accepted the government's argu- 
ment," states a petition on the War 
Resisters Support Campaign web- 
site. "This decision fails to 
acknowledge a critical moment in 
20th Century world history.

Following the Second World War, 
the Nuremberg Tribunal set out 
important principles of interna- 
tional law. Those principles estab- 
lished that soldiers have a moral 
duty, not a choice, to refuse to 
carry out illegal orders." 

Similarly, during the Vietnam 
War, more than 50,000 Americans 
refusing to participate left for 
Canada. At the time, Prime 
Minister Trudeau stated, "Those 
who make a conscientious judg- 
ment that they must not partici- 
pate in this war... have my com- 



plete sympathy, and indeed our 
political approach has been to 
give them access to Canada. 
Canada should be a refuge from 
militarism." 

Hinzman's case is currently 
under appeal; 15 other cases are 
pending review. 

War resisters also question 
the recruitment tactics employed 
by the American military, stating 
they target low-income groups 
who have few other viable 
options. 

"I needed money for college 



to better my life. . . so I joined the 
army. At that time I thought that if 
they were going to send me to war 
it would be to defend my country 
and protect my family," Darrell 
Anderson explains. 

Clifford Cornell, another for- 
mer soldier currently residing in 
Canada states, "Ninety per cent of 
what the recruiters tell you is a 
pack of lies." 

Last April, Darrell Anderson, 
accompanied by Cornell, visited 
Sudbury as part of their War 
Resisters tour. Sponsored by 



Laurentian University's Political 
Science department, the two 
spoke in front of audiences at both 
Laurentian and the Mine Mill 
Hall. Over the course of the sum- 
mer, several more US War 
Resisters made visits to Sudbury, 
including Josh Keyes, and Ryan 
Johnson. The Sudbury chapter of 
the War Resisters Support 
Campaign is committed to 
increasing awareness within the 
community. Since the occupation 
began on March 19, 2003, 1,935 
US soldiers have died in Iraq. 
Civilian casualties are estimated 
in the tens of thousands. 

US War Resister Patrick Hart, 
who served in the military for 
almost a decade, is the most 
recent soldier to desert the US 
military, coming to Canada with 
his wife and three year old son 
and seeking refugee status. On 
Tuesday, October 18, Patrick Hart 
and War Resister Support 
Campaign Organizer, Lee 
Zaslofsky will speak at 
Laurentian University at 1:00pm 
in the Fraser Auditorium. At 
7:00pm the same day, there will 
be another public address at the 
Sudbury Art Gallery located on 
John St.

Women 's History Month event planned for Laurentian

In August of 1 927, five female 
Albertans posed a simple ques- 
tion to the Supreme Court of 
Canada: does the word "persons" 
in section 24 of the British North 
America Act include female per- 
sons? The answer they received: 
No, it does not include females. 

To Emily Murphy, Nellie 
McClung, Louise McKinney, 
Irene Parlby, and Henrietta Muir 
Edwards, now more commonly 
known as The Famous Five, the 
response of the Supreme Court 
was simply unacceptable. As a 
result, the women, appealed to a 
higher authority, the Judicial 
Committee of the British Privy 
Council, and won. On October 18, 
1929, thanks to the efforts of these 
tenacious women, women offi- 
cially became "persons" under 
Canadian law. 

For that reason, October has 
been dubbed Women's History 
Month in Canada. For the past 12 
years, Laurentian University has 
proudly hosted a week of special 
events to commemorate Women's 
History Month. Numerous depart- 
ments come together and host a 



guest lecturer whose work is illus- 
trative of the continuing impact of 
Canadian women. 

This year, Laurentian is priv- 
ileged to welcome acclaimed his- 
torian, Dr. Mona Gleason as guest 
lecturer. Dr. Gleason, an associate 
professor in the Department of- 
Educational Studies at the 
University of British Columbia, 
earned her doctorate in history 
from the University of Waterloo 
in 1996. In the classroom, Dr. 
Gleason focuses on three main 
areas: the history of education, the 
history of children and youth and 
the history of equity issues in edu- 
cation. The primary focus of 
Gleason 's research is the history 
of children and youth from a fem- 
inist perspective. She endeavors 
to explore the intersections 
between the histories of educa- 
tion, children, and equality. 

Dr. Gleason is the author of 
numerous publications in presti- 
gious scholarly journals such as 
The Canadian Historical Review, 
Ontario History, and the Journal 
of Family History to name a few. 
She has also been the recipient of 
awards such as the Outstanding 
Article Award from the Society of 
the History of Children and Youth 



for her article "Disciplining the 
Student Body: Schooling and the 
Construction of Children's 
Bodies, 1930-1960." Gleason's 
best-known publication is her 
book, Normalizing the Ideal: 
Psychology, Schooling, and the 
Family in Postwar Canada. 

Canadian society found itself 
in a nervous and insecure state 
following the atrocities of World 
War II. The Canadian war effort 
affected every aspect of society 
including family-state relation- 
ships and the shifting of gender 
roles in the workplace and in the 
home. In Normalizing the Ideal, 
Dr. Gleason examines how psy- 
chologists in post World War II 
Canada sought to remedy and nor- 
malize the 'family in crisis.' She 
asserts that psychologists created 
their own ideal of the 'normal 
family,' and the 'normal child,' all 
the while reasserting the tradition- 
al roles of the stay-at-home moth- 
er and the breadwinning father. 

According to Gleason, psy- 
chologists actively prescribed 
gendered advice regarding what 
constitutes a 'normal family' and 
'normal' child development 
through various mediums. This 
advice became popular and was 



accepted by the general public 
because it was discussed in class- 
rooms, school boards, popular lit- 
erature (such as advice manuals 
and magazines), health clinics, 
television programming and on 
broadcast radio. Gleason gives the 
reader a glimpse into who shaped 
postwar definitions of the 'normal 
family' and how their notions of 
'normal' were spread and used to 
socialize Canadian society. 

Laurentian University is 
proud to host this visiting scholar 



for Women's History Week. She 
will give a public lecture entitled 
"Beyond Disciplined Questions: 
Interdisciplinarity and the 
Promise of Educational Histories" 
on Monday, October 17th at 7:00 
pm in Brenda Wallace Reading 
Room of the J.N. Desmarais 
Library.

(continued from front page) 
the story with a joke. 

However, by the end of his lecture, Thomson Highway had 
called on almost all of his audiences' emotions - he had made them 
laugh, had made them think and had almost made them cry. In his 
final commentary, he chose to step away from the comedy and 
encourage listeners to see life from the Native cultural viewpoint. 

"Life is not a curse from an angry male god - it is a gift from 
a benevolent female god," he says, outlining the main difference 
between Christian and Aboriginal theology. "And if you don't believe 
me, go see the beauty of northern Ontario, go to Manitoulin Island in 
October (...) we're not here to feel guilty or punished, but to laugh, 
to have a good time." 

And, at least for the hour and a half that Thomson Highway 
spoke, the audience did just that.

STC's 'Romeo and Juliet 9 
worth price of admission

One of Shakespeare's most popular plays 
comes alive on the Sudbury Theatre Centre 
stage from now through October 1 6th. 
This version of Romeo & Juliet (yes, that time- 
less classic that is a staple of most Grade 10 English 
classes) presents the story of "star-crossed lovers" 
with a somewhat modern twist while remaining true 
to its' playwrights' original script. Unlike the 
Hollywood blockbuster from a number of years ago 
that modernized Shakespeare by awkwardly melt- 
ing Elizabethan dialogue into contemporary society, 
the STC presentation relies 
solely on its actors' talents. —————— -—-—-— — 

Facial expressions, seduc- 
tive pauses, vibrant actions 
and different tones of 
voice portray humour and 
sexual innuendo - which, 
though written into the 
play, are not always inter- 
preted as such. 

Jody Stevens adeptly 
depicts an exuberant Juliet, 
placing much emphasis on 
the fact that the character 

is barely 14 years old. She 

exudes a girlish innocence 
at the masked ball, followed by the teenage "crush- 
ing" and mooning for Romeo at her balcony only to 
finish off with the love-struck drama thought typi- 
cal of adolescent females. 

Derek Moran, on the other hand, aims to show 
how Romeo matures throughout the play. From his 
poutiness over his love for Rosaline to his infatua- 
tion with Juliet, Romeo grows from the boy who 
can't have what he wants to the man who will do 



anything in the world for his beloved wife. 

While all the actors were truly successful in 
bringing their characters to life and giving them 
each a personal touch, Mercrutio, played by Tim 
Campbell, and the Nurse, played by Elva Mai 
Hoover, deserve a special mention. These actors 
displayed a strong stage presence and often had 
audience members laughing whole-heartedly at 
their gestures, expressions and mischievous dia- 
logue. 

Also worth mentioning are the gorgeous cos- 
tumes and set design, courtesy of the STC creative 
team. Beautifully coloured dresses and vibrant 

cloaks adorned each of 
' the characters, and 
multiple costume 
changes helped show 
the passage of time. 
While the main set 
remained relatively the 
same, different pieces 
such as oriental rugs, 
trees and the friar's 
study, were brought in 
and out to completely 
alter the audiences' 
perception of that set. 
Creative use of light- 
ing even served to 
alter the brick texture of the set in order to change it 
from houses lining the streets, to Juliet's room to 
the Capulet tomb. 

All in all, the STC presents a beautifully done 
version of the Shakespearean classic that truly 
brings the story to life... even now nearly eight 
years after having read it, I find many parts of the 
play much clearer and can appreciate the humour in 
the tragic story.

Sudbury Art Gallery hosts 
neutrino-inspired exhibition

Art blends nicely with science in the Sudbury Art Gallery's 
latest exhibition entitled 'Neutrinos: They Are Very 
Small,' on display until November 13th. 
This neo-contemporary exhibit stems from three artists' 
visit to the Sudbury Neutrino Observatory, where they traveled 
some 6800ft underground into the Creighton mine. Here, they 
observed how SNO uses a heavy-water technology to detect 
neutrinos produced by fusion reactions in the sun and were 
inspired to show how science molds into many aspects of our 
life, including art. 

(For all you other unscientifically minded people such as 
myself, a neutrino is an elementary particle that has zero charge 
and zero mass. Despite this, neutrinos help contribute to the total 
mass density of the universe and are actually divided into a num- 
ber of different categories.) 

Sally McKay, Gordon Hicks and Rebecca Dietrich worked 
separately to each recreate their own version of the way neutri- 
nos affect them. McKay chose to create a large audiovisual dis- 
play featuring a couple of video clips that help explain neutrinos 
and their role in our world. It is interesting to see how she com- 
bines not only art and science, but also a number of different 
mediums to convey her message. 

Hicks focused on a more metallic type of art, bending and 
twisting his display into "The Three Equations That Explain the 
World." Backlit by iridescent lamps, the display is two fold with 
the structures themselves and the shadows they cast. 

Dietrich took a more modern route, using digital photogra- 
phy enlarged and possibly distorted to show the collision of neu- 
trinos. Her colorful display leaves much room for interpretation 
and imagination, leaving one to guess whether she used one 
photo multiple times or multiple photos. 

A unique view of how art and science can be combined, this 
exhibit does not require much time to go through, though I do 
recommend going with a friend as they questions and conversa- 
tions that can arise from "Neutrinos: They are Very Small" are 
hard to discuss with someone who hasn't had the experience.

Fewer Ontario middle-class students 
pursuing Medicine, Law: StatsCan

Enrollment of Ontario students from middle- 
class families dropped significantly in the 
province's Medicine and Law programs 
between 1995 and 2002, a recent Statistics 
Canada study has found. 

During that time period, deregulated tuition 
fees rose 400 per cent for Medicine, and 300 per 
cent for Law. The study found enrolment did not 
drop for students from upper, or lower class fam- 
ilies, and attributed middle-class students' deci- 
sion not to pursue the programs to their ineligi- 
bility for adequate financial aid. 

Largely in response to the demand for a more 
comprehensive financial aid package for 
Ontario's students, the Ministry for Training of 
Colleges and Universities has introduced new 
measures to address the needs of middle-class 
students. 

"$1.5 billion of the $6.25 billion dedicated 
for post-secondary education over the next five 
years will go into improving financial aid for stu- 
dents," said Tanya Blazina, a ministry spokesper- 
son. 



Besides maintaining the two-year tuition 
freeze in Ontario, now in its final year, the fund- 
ing boost will allow the province to halve the 
parental financial contribution 

requirement-meaning more middle-class stu- 
dents will be eligible for larger amounts of finan- 
cial aid. 

Improvements have also been made to the 
amount of non-repayable money available 
through the province's student loans. 

"As in past years, the amount a student has to 
pay back from his/her OSAP loans is capped at 
$7,000," said Blazina. "But we've increased the 
amount of money available to students, so they 
have access to more, but still only have to pay 
back the same as before." 

While Blazina insists the enhancements to 
the financial aid system will help students meet 
current financial demands caused by the previous 
1 5 years of tuition increases, she could not com- 
ment on what the Ministry plans to introduce 
once the tuition freeze expires this spring. 

"We are currently in discussion with student 
groups and education institutions about what to 
do next," she said

The release continued, "Ensuring a quality 
education for students is the University's main 
concern and it is focused on reaching a settle- 
ment. Laurentian is committed to continued 
negotiations over the course of the next week — 
as agreed upon by both parties - leading up to the 
third scheduled meeting with mediator Martin 
Teplinksy."
